SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 


Rainfall—Rainfall totals for March, 1962, were above normal in the west of the State but were below average 
over most of the eastern half of the Island. Totals were mainly between 30 and 70 per cent above normal over 
the West Coast and along the North-West Coast as far east as Devonport. In the far North-West totals were 
more than twice the March average. 


Totals were within 20 per cent of normal over most of the Northern, Central Plateau and Derwent Divisions 
but most of the East Coast received less than 50 per cent of their normal rain and in parts of the North-East 
totals for the month were 80 per cent below normal. 


Temperature.—Both mean day and mean night temperatures for the month were above normal in almost all 
districts. The only exception was in the Devonport area where day temperatures were slightly under the average. 


Biggest departures from normal in mean maxima occurred in the East Coastal and Midlands districts, parts 
of the South-East and along the North-West Coast from Burnie westward. In these areas mean maxima were 
between 2 and 3 degrees above normal. 


Frosts.—Frosts during the month were confined mainly to the highland areas where light frosts occurred fairly 
frequently. Heavier frosts which affected sheltered places in lower areas occurred on the 2nd and 14th of the 
month. 


Pastures and Water Supply.—Pastures in most districts were described as poor to fair. Water supplies in the 
Midlands and Derwent Valley were poor and in practically all other areas they were reported as only fair.
